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WHERE REGRETS BELONG. 


The Manitoba Legislature turned down a reso- 
Intion expressing regret that the Bracken Gov- 
ernment had not reduced taxation. The members 
are not to be charged with duplicity on that ac- 


count. They probably had no regrets in the matter. 
Members of a legislature do not often act as 
though they regretted that taxes are high. That 
function is left to the taxpayers. 


MISSING SOMETHING. 


This may not really be spring, but it is a very 
pleasant way of putting in the time until spring 
errives. The coldest point on Tuesday as 18 de- 
grees above zero, while the mercury during the 
afternoon climbed up to 52, and at three a.m. on 
Tuesday morning it was 38 above. For a week the 
range in temperature has been little wider than 
this ‘‘spread,’’ while the sun that makes Alberta 
famous has been doing duty about eleven hours 
per day.

TAXES OR TAXPAYERS? 


The legal department of the Provincial Gov- 
ernment only succeeded in getting in $1,600 last 
yerr out of $153,000 arrears of taxes. That may 
have been due to laxity, or to mercy, or there may 
Lave been good judgment in it. Last year was not 
4 very good one in which to collect anything. To 
drag delinquent taxpayers into court was more 
likely to cause them to cease to be taxpayers than 
to get the money out of them and leave their names 
still on the assessment roll. When back taxes can 
he collected only by killing the chances of getting 
future taxes it is better to go easy in the matter 
of collection,

An Edmonton man who 
Europe says he travelled 190 miles in Germany 
for’ fifty cents, and got breakfast on the train at 
a cost of six coppers. From the tourist’s stand- 
point those conditions seem to be about ideal, but 
Qanadian railway employees and farmers will 
have to be excused if they do not pack up and 
head for Germany at the news. When passengers 
travel at a quarter of a cent per mile the men who 
operate the trains and keep the tracks in order 
cannot draw down very heavy pay envelopes at 
the end of the week; and a six cent meal would 
not contribute much to the wordly store of the | 
farmer who grew the ‘‘eats.’” 


PREPARED FOR THE WORST. 


The Saskatchewan Legislature voted unanim- 
ously for the resolution authorizing the Govern- | 
meut to co-operate with the Federal Government | 
vnd the other prairie provincial Governments to 
set up a compulsory wheat board, Premier Dun- 
ning said plainly that he had no faith in the com 
pulsory scheme for seizing and disposing of the 
farmer’s wheat, while the leader of the Opposi- 
tion said that he could see no great advantage in 
even a voluntary pool under normal conditions, 
The Saskatchewan taxpayers are thus given the 
satisfaction of knowing that while the Legislature 
is risking their credit to an uncertain amount in 
the wheat board project it is penerally suspected 
that the speculation will turn out wrong. 


ANOTHER WAR LIKE BILL. 


The Provincial Government last summer spent 


u half million dollars grasshoppers. 


Some of the money will come back to the Provin- 
cial treasury from the municipal distriets, but the 
net loss to the province will not be lessened 
thereby, Whoever pays, the public are out the 
ame number of dollars, or the same number of 
hushels of wheat or day's work, in whatever cur 
reney one chooses to do his calculating, What we 
got in return for the money nobody knows or will 
ever know. The bodies of the slain cannot be ecol- 
lected and counted, nor the damage they were 
prevented doing computed. It was a work of blind 
faith, like sowing good grain in the ground in 
spring. And if the need arise the Government 
will do it over again next summer, and the tax- 
payers will back the Ministers in doing it. The 
“‘hopper”’ simply has to be beaten, be the cost 
what it may.

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THE INCREASED MINIMUM WAGE, 


The Labor News is sarcastically surprised that | 
the manufacturers of Alberta are protesting 
against the recent decision of the Minimum Wage 
Board which has increased the basic rate on their 
principal cost of production over 55 per cent. The 
decision, which was gazetted on January 17th, 
becomes effectWe on April Ist, and raises the 
minimum wage from $9.00 to $14.00 a week; the | 
week being 44 hours. This is an increase from 
$1.50 to $2.83.1-8 per day. It is in every way 
desirable that all those who work should receive 
at least $2.331-3 a day; provided their doing so 
does not prevent others, needing money as much 
as they, from getting as much of $2.33 1-3 as they 
can earn in a day. That is one side of the question. | 

Another side is that there must be capital or | 
there can’t be labor—or, more correctly, wages 
for labor. If capital does not produce @ return it 
ceases to be capital and becomes a loss. The $9.00 
minimum has been in force in Alberta since 1917. 
Investments have been made in plant, stock, 
buildings and machinery on that cost basis 
There is a grave possibility that such a large in- 
crease in labor cost will so increase the cost of pro- | 
duction as to prevent the natural expansion of the 
several forms of manufacturing enterprise already 
established in the city, and indeed may so handi- | 
cap them that they must either contract their 
operations or withdraw altogether. Such a result 
would not be to the advantage of the city, nor of 
those who désire such employment as these enter- 
prises now afford. 

Tt is easy to say: ‘‘Because we have (political) 
‘‘power we will make the manufacturers pay."* 
But like many other things in this disappointing | 
world, it is easier said than done. There is an old | 
saying: ‘‘You can’t take the breeks off a 
“Heilan’man.’’ The manufacturer cannot be 
made to pay if he can't get money for the goods | 
he produces. And he can’t get the money unless 
he can sell ai a competitive price. If he has made 
an investment and built up a market for his pro. | 
duct on a certain basis of wage cost, it does not at 
all follow that he can hold that market with his 
basic wage cost increased 55 per cent. If be can’t 
hold his market be can’t pay his employees, whe- | 
ther the wage rate be high or low. 

Quite clearly no consideration was given by the 
board to the manufacturers’ side of the question 
before the decision to fix a $14 minimum was 
reached; and quite ¢learly such consideration 
should be given, in the interests of employee as 
well as employer, before the order is given effect. | 
The question of living costs of the employee is | 
important; but not less important are the ques: | 
tions of production costs and marketing possibili- | 


ties of the employer. For unless the goods 
produced can be marketed at a profit the question | 
of wages is settled in advance; and in the minh 
tive. 

The $9 minimum wage was fixed by the} 
Alberta Factories Act of 1917. Living costs 
reached their peak during the business boom of | 
1919-20 without an increase in the wage scale! 
being made. Since that date they have declined 
until they are now practically at the 1917 level. | 
Even if it be admitted that the rate of 1917 was 
too low, it cannot be successfully argued that the | 
change from conditions then to conditions now | 
has warranted a jump of over 55 per cent in basic | 
wage. In 1917 the several industries at present 
flourishing in Edmonton were only being started. 
Possibly a low rate was fixed to enable them to 
get started. Now that they are well under way it 
is foul fighting to jab them in the solar plexus 
with a 55 per cent. increase in basic labor costs. 

British Columbia and Saskatchewn have each | 
a $14 minimum; for a 48 hour week. But British 
Columbia and Saskatchewan have not as yet 
established industries that compete with those of 
Edmonton, Manitoba and Ontario are the cam- 
petitors whose trade Edmonton manufacturers | 
have to meet. Throughout Manitoba and in Toron- 
to the minimum wage is $12 per week of 48 hours. 
But in the smaller cities of Ontario the minimum | 
is as low as $8. In Quebec there is no minimum. 
Fourteen dollars for a week of 44 hours is over 
9 per cent a higher wage rate than $14 for a week 
of 48 hours. It is a 27 per cent higher wage rate 


Edmonton manufacturers must meet the com 
petition of Quebee, Ontario and Manitoba, or they 
can’t sell. For geographical reasons the freight 
costs on their raw material, and on their product 
as well, are against them to a considerable degree 
To add an unfair increase in labor costs may well 
have serious results, that should be considered 
carefully by those in authority; unless indeed the 
terms of the farmer-labor political alliance de- 
urban industrial enter- 
prise in Alberta as a pledge of good faith by the 
‘‘farmer’’ government to the ‘‘labor’’ cause.
